Hartshorn, of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, read a "Preliminary 
Eepori on the Sanitary Condition of Amer- 
ican Watering Places." In reference to this 
whole subject he said facts are wanting 
each as will compel public and private at- 
tention to what are certainly to be regarded 
as at least imperfect sanitary conditions at 
many watering places. We need sanitary 
and mortuary statistics of these resorts, and 
physicians and sanitary inquirers residing 
at watering places should be requested to 
procure such facts and transmit them to the 
secretary of tho association at New York. 
Dr. Hartshorn concluded his 
paper with 


the following propositions: 
. First. A real danger eiisU to health at all water- 
ing places in connection with the possible contami- 
nation of drinking water by aoil saturation with or> 
durc and house drainage. 


Second. To prevent this one or both of two meaa- 


Urea must be resorted to; I. To use for drinking or 
cooking either rain water or vrcter conveyed from a 
distant, uncontamlnateil source. 2. To protect the 
Boll from.contamination by impervious wells of de- 
ponlt for all iiiattera of impurity. 


Third. The rormor of tho measures may be al- 


ways unhesitatingly recommended. For the latter 
to bB carried out requires the existence of a control- 
ing authority. 


Fourth. Sealed depositories of fllth must be more 


liable than others to yield insalubrious emanations 
In the atmosphere. Theao may be removed by down- 
ward ventilation of trapped water-closets. Lastly it 
la desirable that rocords of disease and mortuary 
•tstUtla of the watering places of tho United statra 
be collected at some central point.

FISH Br.EEmxo.—Tho United States fish 


commission, which has spent a busy season 
at Wood's Holo has returned to Washington 
to oxainino its spoils. 
A great variety of 


different kinds of fishes, and several species 
of fishes and moilusks not heretofore known 
to exist ou our coasts, havo been obtained. 
In addition to tho largo collection sent to 
the Smithsonian Institution immense num- 
bers of jars and boxes of specimens have 
been sent to Yale College, to tho Boston 
Society of Natural History, to 'VYesloyan 
University and other institutions. Besides 
the inquiry into tho fisheries of the coast, 
as conducted by (he commission, tlio plant- 
ing of shad and salmon in all our rivers has 
been vigorously carried on. 'Prof. Baird, 
who is at tho head of tho commission, 
has boon 
ably assisted 
this season by 


Prof Vorrill, of 
tho Scientific School of 


Yalo College ; Profs. Alpheus ' Hyatt 
of 


tho Boston Society of Natural History, and

Wood's Holo will 


probably bo tbo permanent boad-qnarters of 
the fish commission hereafter, principally 
for tho reason that thero i« no other place 
on tho ooast of tho United States whero, 
within a fpw miles, 
BO great a variety of 


marine animal lifo can bo found. Owing 
to the peculiar formation of tho coast, this 
is tho meeting-ground of the fishes from tho 
cold north and tho warmer south. Fishes 
from tho Southern coast follow up the 
waters of tho gulf stream till opposite Now 
York, when tho stream is struck by a cur- 
rent of cold water from tho north. 
To 


avoid this, tho fishes turn inside to Long 
Island sound and pass eastward to Vineyard 
Bound, north of Martha's Vineyard, and 
thus get close to tho land around Wood's 
Holo. 
Largo quantities of theso Southern 


stragglers nre thus secured.

USEFUL INFORMATION. 


Lima slaked just before application and 


soffit by hand ia said to be an infallible 
protection against fly in turnips. 


Plaster of Paris miied with a saturated 


solution of alum, baked in an oven, pulver- 
ized, and lastly mixed with water, is an ex- 
cellent cement for marble. 


One blossom allowed to go to seed in- 


jures a plant more than a dozen new buds. 
Cut your flowers, then, as they begin to 
fide. 


To test the soundness of a piece of timber 


apply the ear to the middle of one of the 
ends, while another person strikes upon the 
opposite extremity. If the wood is sound 
and of good quality, tha blow is yery dis- 
tinctly beard, however long the beam may 
bfl. 
If the m>od is disaggregated by decay 


or otherwise, the sound will be for tho most 
part destroyed. 


To solder Gorman silver pour out some 


spirits of salt into an earthenware or other 
dishj and put a pieco of zinc in it. 
Then 


scrape tbe parts clean that are to be soldered 
and paint over with the spirits of salt. Next 
put s piece of pewter solder on the joint 
and apply tbe blow pipe to it. 
Melt five 


parts of German silver aud four parts of 
z"mo into thin cakes, then powder it for 
solder. 


Pflpar, after the following receipt is said 


to render the use of the razor-strop unnec- 
essary. By merely wiping the razor on the 
paper to remove tha lather after shaving, a 
K6eii edge it} maintained without further 
trouble. Tho razor must be well sharpened 
at the outset. First, procure oxide of iron 
(by the addition of carbonate of soda to a 
solution of persulphate of iron) well wash 
the precipitate, and finally leave it of tha 
consistence of cream. Spread this over soft 
paper very thinly with a soft brush. 
Out 


the jDflrjor in pieces two inches square, dry, 
and it ia ready for use. 


It is a difficult mattor to obtain a "steel1' 


which retains its sharpening qualities for 
any length of time. A common round file 
answers the purpose admirably. 
Fasten it 


on an old knife handle, and it is ready for 
use. 


A simpla and effectual remedy for 
the 


prevention of milk turning sour in Summer 
time aonsidts in adding to each quart fif- 
teen grains of bicarbonate of soda. This 
doos not nffeot the taste of tho milk, while 
It facilitates its digestion. 


For whooping cough use 
raw onions 


mashed. Put 
thorn in a muslin sack and 


apply to the 
throat and chest 
warm. 


Change them when dry until the cough ia 
loosened. 
Give syrup of ipecac every day, 


and keep the patient in an even tempera 
ture. 
A relapse may be treated in tho same 


way. 
Mothers, do not forget this simple 


remedy if you would save your child un- 
necessary suffering. 


A splendid way to keep lemons in hot 


weather is to out them in slices and mis 
white sugar with them. Put in a glass jar, 
cover well with sugar, and papor securely. 


Si. Ass's TUNE.— A singular and interest- 


ing discovery has been accidentally made 
With respect to this well known hymn tune, 
which has been treated by Bach, Macfarren, 
and less noted musicians, as a fugal subject. 
Hitherto it has been almost invariably at- 
tributed to J)r. Croft. 
In the Yorkshire ex- 


hibition, however, there may now be seen 
an octavo book, in which the tune is called 
"Leeds Tune," by Air. Denby. 
This book 


belongs to Mr. Thomas 3. Turner, master of 
St. Philip's schools, Leeds. It was "licensed 
February 14, 1637-8," nnd printed by John 
White, sen,, of York, for Abraham Barber, 
bookseller, of Wakefield, who also revised 
find corrected it. The music notes are of 
the old lozenge shape, with the canto fermo 
(or air) in the tenor. This discovery (for so 
ire conceive it to bo) is (.He most interesting 
to musical people generally, and to this dis"- 
trlct in particular, aa tho probability ig that 
"Mr. Denby," the composer of a hymn tune 
admittedly one of the finest we possess, was 
a West Hiding if not n Leeds man. Dr. 
Croft was born in 1G77, and was therefore 
only ten years oM when this book was pub- 
lished.— [Leeds Mercury.
